Tas country really seems to be the own land of 
literary frauds. Another of them has been disco- 
vered which has roused a good deal of ill blood, 
and seems likely to spill some before it is forgotten. 
Some time since a M. Debriges, being hard pressed 
for money, applied for assistance to M. Louis Jour- 
dain, an editor of “‘ LeSiécle.” The latter had neither 
gold nor silver, but he engaged M. Debriges to make 
a book, and suggested the Chevalier d’Eon as a 
salable subject. M. Debriges picked up an old 
work entitled ** Les Mémoires du Chevalier d’ Eon,” 
published in 1836 by M. Gaillardet, and used his 
scissors with untiring energy. M. Louis Jourdain 
signed the book as author, and M. Dentu published 
it. A short time since M. Gaillardet wished to 
bring out a new edition of “ Les Mémoires du Che- 
valier d’Eon.’? When he presented it to a pub- 
lisher, he was told it was only a reprint of M. 
Debriges’s “ L’Hermaphrodite.”” He examined the 
latter, and found it was composed almost entirely of 
his work copied literally. He thereupon brought 
suit. MM. Jourdain and Debriges attempted to per- 
suade him to abandon his action by making the ex- 
planations I have given you, and M. Debriges added 
that he thought the copyright of M. Gaillardet’s 
book had expired. M. Gaillardet refused to accept 
the explanations, and has written some harsh cards 
in the public prints. He has extraordinary fortune 
as an author. He had something to do—what his 
share was never clearly appeared—with writing 
“La Tourde Nesle.” He had to bring a suit against 
M. Alex. Dumas to secure the appearance of his 
name on the play-bills and on the printed book as 
an author of the piece. This suit led toa duel 
between him and M. Alex. Dumas. When M. Dumas 
published his memoirs, M. Gaillardet attacked him 
for the history he gave of “La Tour de Nesle.” 
Now he is attacking Messrs. Jourdain and Debriges. 
He is an author never heard of by his works, but 
known by his law-suits. His name is familiar to 
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many of your readers by his career as editor of “Le 
Courrier des Etats Unis,” the able organ of French | 


interests in the United States. M. De Lamartine’s 
work on “ de Balzac” is likewise looked on as a lite- 
rary scandal. It is made almost entirely of extracts 
from de Balzac’s works. It is something even 
worse than his “ Life of Byron,’’ and is almost as 
bad as his “ History of Russia,” which was cut out 
of M. Schnitzler’s “ History of Russia,” or his work 
on the “ Beauties of Job,” which appeared in “ Le 
Siecle.” This newspaper gave him 20 sous a line. 
To make as mapy lines as possible, he put into 
the work the whole book of Job, and little else— 
just sauce enough to “ bind” the ingredients of the 
dish together. M. Alex. Dumas uses scissors so 
unreservedly he can find nobody to buy his “copy,” 
which is perhaps the reason he is going to revive 
his old “ Mousquetaire”’ in a week or ten days. The 
history of the books M. Alex. Dumas signed, and yet 
was not their author, is a very curious chapter of 
literary history. Had I space, 1 would write it here.

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The appearance of the unpublished correspond- 
ence of Heinrich Heine (which is extremely interest. 
ing, and leads us to hope great pleasure from hig 
Memoirs, which lie in MS. in his family’s hands) 
has led one of our newspapers to give this portrait 
of him: “I personally knew Heinrich Heine only 
by the screams wrung from him during the last 
weeks of his existence by the pains which chained 
him to bed. These screams were heard through 
the wall of his lodgings and reached mine, which 
were above his. In consequence of the internal 
arrangement of our lodgings I could see Heinrich 
Heine’s bedchamber from one of my windows. His 
window was almost always open, as the oppressed 
lungs of the poet needed a great circuiation of air. I 
more than once saw his broad and massive head, 
pale and haggard, but still energetic ; and the inva- 
lid’s undress revealed his enormous neck and his 
immense breast. In this posture of a man half 
reclining, half seated, Heinrich Heine constantly 
wrote, and interrupted his labor solely to scream, or 
scold the persons who affectionately and constantly 
watched over him, or to talk with visitors. His 
conversation was lively and harsh; the tone of his 
voice was never amiable, nor very friendly. There 
was something abrupt in it. It was not merely 
the German accent which produced this abruptness, 
as some persons were disposed to think; it was the 
natural temperament of the writer which revealed 
itself in a state of continual explosion in these con- 
versations.” 

Here is a sketch of M. Vacquerie, who has been 
called the moonshine of M. Victor Hugo: “I had 
never seen Vacquerie; no portrait of him had ever 
come into my hands. I expected to see an unpol- 
ished poet, with dishevelled hair. When I was 
shown into his study, I could not repress astonish- 
ment. He lives in the Rue de Verneuil, Faubourg 
St. Germain. Everybody who knows that quarter 
need not to be told the house he inhabits in no wise 
affects the stiff appearance of our new houses— 
barracks in white chokers. It is one of those old 
and solid houses which, if they sacrifice less toshow, 
are at least more comfortable than the chests of 
drawers called houses in our new quarters. Vac- 
querie’s study is vast; its appearance is of rather 
icy severity. It was sombre, and a crepuscular 
light, deepened by the falling rain, entered with 
difficulty through the folds of the curtains. The 
hangings were of a dark color, and the furniture 
wore a severe look quite incompatible with the idea 
I had formed of Vacquerie. He entered and held 
out his. hands to me; his study was explained. A 
head of an ascetic on the body of a Trappist ap- 
peared before me, with a face thin as the blade ofa 
knife, hollow cheeks and eyes contrasting with the 
pale color of the face like two stones of jet. Vac- 
querie had no humbug about him. I asked him 
about the eternal “ Tragaldabas,” which nobody 
knows and with whose name everybody is familiar. 
Why don’t you publish it? “ Because I have a re- 
venge totake. Be sure ‘ Tragaldabas’ will one of 
these days be played again.” 

He went on to tell me several theatre managers 
had asked him to allow them to play it.

Coneress AND AMERICAN LiTERATURE.—A couple 
of books upon our table suggest the entire des- 
truction which threatens American literary and 
publishing interests, unless some end can be put 
to foolish legislation. One of these volumes is 
“ Waverley,”’ the first of a set of the “ Waverley 


Novels” to be published by an Edinburgh house. | 


The volume is printed in a beautifully clear though 
small type, upon nice paper; has an illustrated 
title-page, and is in every way a pleasant edition of 
these novels. The retail price of this book in 
England is sixpence ; in New York it is sold whole- 
sale at the rate of fifteen cents per copy, retail at, 
perhaps, twenty-five cents. If made here, it could 
not be retailed for less than seventy-five cents. 
The other book is the first volume of an edition of 
“ Shakspeare ”"—which should be completed in fif- 
teen volumes, or thereabouts, as this one contains 
three plays—issued by Messrs. Bradbury, Evans 
& Co., of London. The little book, about the size 
of one’s vest pocket, is exquisite in typography

It is painfully obvious to anybody who buys a 
book that in this country prices of this kind are 
impossible. The consequences are very percepti- 
ble. More and more English books are being sold 
in America. Most of those which bear American 
imprints are manufactured in England, Scotland, or 
Canada. Of all the handsome volumes prepared 
last year for sale during the holidays, aside from a 
few children’s books, the only ones made in this 
country were Mr. Stevens’s illustrations of ‘‘ sop,” 


Messrs. Ticknor and Fields’s illustrated “ Long- | 


fellow,” “ Lowell,” and “ Whittier,” and Mr. Loss- 
ing’s “ Book of the Hudson.” A more exact com- 
parison between the book-making of the two coun- 
tries cannot be made than by contrasting the Christ- 
mas number of the American and of the English 
“ Publishers’ Circular ”—in each of which appear 
advertisements from all respectable publishers in 
their respective countries—the former containing 
40 pages and illustrations from but one book, even 
that an English one; the latter having 214 pages, 
one-half of them filled with illustrations, of which 
but four are of American origin, and these very 
inferior to the English cuts surrounding them. 
Cambridge, Boston, New York, and Philadelphia 
all produce printing that will not suffer from com- 
parison with the best work of Scotch and English 
printers ; yet there is every prospect that we shall 
continue to get our books, as we do our literature, 
from abroad.

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Though, in any case, the lower cost of labor 
abroad would have insured cheaper books than 
we could make, the excessive discrepancy is due 
to the distribution which Congress, with a wisdom 
peculiar to itself, has made of the taxes. Having 
turned a deaf ear to the cry from either side of the 
water for an international copyright, and thereby 
done what it may to banish honesty and stimulate 
piracy among publishers, and to extinguish Ameri- 
can authorship utterly—a matter respecting which 
| we have grouped some interesting facts among our 
Literariaua—our legislators seem now to have ad- 
dressed themselves with every prospect of success 
to destroy the publishers also. We have protested 
against the delusions of a tariff protective of home 
industries ; but what is to be said of one which 
protects foreign manufacturers and renders the cost 
of the American fabric—that, too, one so unsafe to 
tamper with as literature—inevitably greater than 
the imported? Entirely unembarrassed, American 
publishers would have need of all their enterprise 
to compete successfully with tLeir rivals, with only 
the cost of importation against the latter; but with 
the present burdens of taxation, competition is hope- 
| less and honest existence not easy. Few members 
of Congress—unless that body has declined lower 
than we are willing to believe—would consider that 
| the amount of dollars and cents lost to the revenue 
by remitting the present taxes upon the various 
operations of book-making is worthy of comparison 
with the advantages of allowing American litera- 
) ture a chance for its life. Few would publicly 
connive at robbery in any other interest as up- 
principled as that carried on in consequence of 
| their inaction in the matter of the copyright. Un- 
fortunately, very few care to devote much trouble 
to legislation that affords opportunity for neither 
pecuniary profit nor political capital ; and of the 
| bonest and perceptive few all, apparently—Mr. 
| Sumner, for instance—are too deeply immersed in 
| Partisan squabbles to attempt redressing two cry- 
ing evils which oppress our national literature.—

(life. He was a young man of fine intellectual gifts,

| abilities of a high order. 
— The Rev. Dr. Epwarp Hixcks, born in 1792, 
is reported as having died on December 3d. He 
| was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
|so highly distinguished himself, that he obtained 
ja Fellowship, after a severe competitive examina- 
j tion, before he was twenty-one. Entering the 
church, he early took a College living, in the North 
of Ireland, which he retained over forty-one years. 
Dr. Hincks was considered one of the best philolo- 
gists in Europe. The“ Atheneum” says: “ His talent 
for deciphering texts in unknown characters and 
languages was wonderful. It was applfed to the 
study of Egyptian hieroglyphics, and to the inscrip- 
tions in the cuneiform character found in Persepolis, 
Nineveh, and other parts of ancient Assyria. In 
this field especially he labored for years with great 
perseverance and success, having been the first to 
ascertain the numeral system, and the power and 
form of its signs by means of the inscriptions at 
Van. He was one of the chief restorers of Assyrian 
learning, throwing great light on the linguistic cha- 
racter and grammatical structure of the languages 
represented on the Assyrian monuments. Living im 
a remote country village, with very limited means 
at his command, he had to contend with great diffi- 
culties. In London, beside the British Museum, hé 
would have accomplished more than he did.” 
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Mitirary History.—The Rev. William Leeke, a 
beneficed clergyman in England, who, according to 
his advertisement, “carried the 52d Regimental 
Colors at Waterloo,” has just published, in two vol- 
umes, “ The History of Lord Seaton’s Regiment (the 
52d Light Infantry), at the battle of Waterloo: to- 
gether with Various Incidents connected with that 
Regiment, not only at Waterloo, but also at Paris, 
in the North of France, and for several Years after- 
wards: to which are added many of the Author's 
Reminiscences of his Military and Clerical Careers, 
during a period of more than Fifty Years.” He 
claims “for Lord Seaton and the 52d the honor of 
having defeated, single-handed, without the assist- 
ance of the Ist British Guards, or any other troops, 
that portion of the Imperial Guard in France, about 
10,000 in number, which advanced to make the last 
attack on the British position: the 3d Battalion of the 
Ist Foot Guards, by the Duke of Wellington’s order, 
drove the skirmishers of the Imperial Guard off the 
British position, the other Battalion of General Mait- 
land’s Brigade of Guards remaining stationar7.” 
Such historical works, devoted to single regiments, 
form a leading portion of what may be called the 
military literature of England. After Waterloo, 
several subaltern officers, despairing of promotion 
in “the piping times of peace,” quitted the army, 
and became clergymen, as Mr. Leeke did. The Rev. 
G. R. Gleig, Chaplain-General of the British army, 
originally served in the Peninsular War, and after- 
wards in America, having been severely wounded at 
Washington. The war ended, he returned to Ox- 
ford, where he completed his studies and took holy 
orders. His volumes, ‘‘ The Subaltern,” and ‘“‘ Cam- 
paigns at Washington and New Orleans,”’ first estab- 
lished his literary reputation. He is author of the 
best life of the Duke of Wellington yet published. 


EXPLORATION OF JERUSALEM.—It is the determina- 
tion of the managers of the Palestine Exploration 
Fund to make searches in Jerusalem, in 1867, in 
order to ascertain the true site of the Holy Sepul- 
chre, and an appeal for more money to defray the 
expenses has just been made in London. 


Epvcationat.—There has lately been established 
“ The London College of the International Education 
Society,” of which the Head Master is Dr. L. 
Schmitz, late Rector of the High School of Edin- 
burgh. It is stated that the aim of this College “ is 
to afford an education of the highest order, harmo- 
nizing with the wants and spirit of the age. A pro- 
minent place is assigued to Modern Languages, the 
Natural Sciences, and Mathematics. Neither Latin 
nor Greek is bequn until the Pupils are familiar with

than is otherwise attainable.” This proviso is ad-

C. J. Fox.—Earl Russell; lately Prime Minister 
of England, has completed his “ Life and Times 
of Charles James Fox,” of which two volumes ap- 
| peared several years ago, by the publication of a 
| third voluine. The time treated of in this vol- 
| ume is from the end of 1792 to the death of Mr. 
Fox in September, 1806. In point of fact, Lord 
Russell is only part author of this work. The late 
Lord Holland, who was Fox’s nephew, employed 
many years in collecting and preparing the ma- 
terials for a full biography. After his death, Lady 
Holland bequeathed all these papers to Lord Rus- 
sell, who worked them up into the “ Memorials and 
| Correspordence ”’ of Fox, which Blanchard & Lea, 
of Philadelphia, reprinted in 1853. In the finale, 
now published, Lord Russell praises Fox very 
warmly, and condemns Pitt, his successful rivai, 
very severely.

Kesiz, THE Port.—The late Rev. John Keble, who 
died last year, was well known and highly honored 
as author of a variety of excellent and popular 
works, among which a volume of sacred poetry, 
called “The Christian Year,” obtained the rare dis- 
tinction of passing through /ji//y-seren large editions. 
To honor his memory, it was proposed to erect 
and endow the Keble Memorial College, at Oxford, 
which had been the poet’s Alma Mater, and, in a 
few months, the clergy and laity of England raised 
ample funds for the purpose—that is, the sum of 
$150,000, contributed by more than 1500 sub- 
scribers. The College will be established as soon 
as possible, but more money is required, the fact, 
as stated in the Committee’s circular, being that, at 
this new college, “ young men, whom want of means 
would otherwise deprive of a University education, 
may, at a very small cost, be trained as Christian 
gentlemen ; while the institution itself will supply 
a want long felt by those who have the interests of 
the Church of England most at heart.” 

It is anticipated that members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States and other 
foreign countries may contribute to the above ob- 
ject. 

INTERNATIONAL CopyricgHt.— The French Dra- 
matic Authors’ Society lately gave notice, under 
the Belgian and French international law, that 
Belgian managers must not play French pieces 
without the consent of the authors. A Belgic 
manager brought out a French play, notwithstand- | 
ing this prohibition, setting aside, according to the 
terms of the treaty, a certain percentage of the re- 
ceipts for the author.
